ELECTION PREDICTIONS. 

How the "Mail" Figures Success for Its 
Party in the Ontario Provincial 
Contests. 

Toronto, Feb. 24.— (Special) — The 
Mail to-day predicts that the. Conserva- 
tives will carry Ontario. ItsayBlSBeatB 
have been conceded to the Conserva- 
tives, and two or probably four of the 
ministers will be defeated. The Mail 
bases its opinions on the statements of 
132 correspondents, which it summarizes 
<ts followa: Total seats, 1)4; sure for 
Conservatives, lit ; probably Liberal, 20 ; 
Independents, 5; doubtful, 14 j Con- 
servative plurality, 4. Notwithstanding 
the Mail, the Liberals are very confident 
of the government being returned. 

Killed on a Crossing. 
Toronto, Feb. 24,— (Special)— Rod< r- 
Ick McDonald, aged 66, was instantly 
killed at the Ilumber crossing by the 
newspaper train leaving the city this 
morning. 



Montreal, Feb. 24. — The Ileralt 
speaking of the railway troubles, to 
night saya : The present rate war i 
more than a mere railway war. It iB a 
contest of national importance— a keen 
struggle between the commercial inter 
eats of Canada and the United States 
The combination of American railway 
and BteamBhipa, formed to divert trafli 
frjm Canadian to American channels 
seriously threatens the almost complete 
diversion to the United States of the 
profitable trade which the discovery of 
Canadian gold fields has produced, and 
which is now largely contributing to 
Canada' b prosperity. The Canadian 
Pacific is battling bravely to retain to 
Canada the trade that is rightly berB 
and although single handed in the fight 
the company, in protecting its rights 
is effectively doing a work from which 
a rich reward is being reaped 
by the merchants, manufacturers, arti- 
sans and farmers of the Dominion. Th 
Canadian road is striving to build up 
Canadian ocean ports on the Atlantic 
and Pacific. It is endeavoring to pre- 
vent the enrichment of New York and 
San Francisco, Seattle and Tacoma at 
the expense oi Halifax, St. John, Mon- 
treal, Vancouver and Victoria. It 
seeking to foster and protect the young 
industries and growing commerce of the 
Dominion, and its efforts, deapite hostile 
combinations and hostile legislation "to 
hold what we have " should arouse the 
active sympathy of all Canadians in itB 
behalf. The fight iB not all the Cana- 
dian Pacific's. It is a struggle in which 
the people of Canada are perhaps more 
interested than the company itself for 
the loss of trade would doubtless be a 
severe blow to the country than the tern 
porary losa of traffic would be to the 
railway. 

It would seem that the statement 
made some time ago by the Canadian 
Pacific railway that the Grand Trunk 
had allief itself with a number of Ameri 
can lines to the injury of the Canadian 
Pacific is being verified by the facts 
The following is a copy of the authority 
given by the inter-state commerce com- 
mission of the United States at a general 
eeaaion held in Washington, D.C.,' Febru 
ary 14 : 

"Martin A. Knapp, chairman; Jud 
son C. Clements, Jamta D. Yeomana, 
Charles Prouty, commisaioners : In the 
matter of the application of the Great 
Northern railway company, the North 
em Pacilic railway company, the Ber- 
lingtun, Cedar Rapids it Northern rail 
way company, the Chicago tfc North 
Western railway company, ttie 
Chicago cc Grand Trunk rail- 
way company, the Chicago, Bur- 
lington it Northern company, the 
Chicago, liurlington & Quiucy railway 
company, the Chicago it (jreat Western 
railway company, the Chicago, Milwau 
kee ct St. Paul railway company, the 
Chicago, Rock Island it Pacific railway 
company, the St. Paul, Minneapolia it 
jOmaha railway company, the Minne 
apolis it St. Louis railway company, the 
Wisconsin Central lines, the Grand 
Trunk of Canada, the Wabash company, 
the Michigan Central railway company 
and the Toronto, Hamilton & Buffalo 
railway company, lor a suspension 
the rula of the fourth Eectiou of the act 
to regulate commerce: 

"From the verified petition of the 
above-named charters, filed February 11, 
1898, and from the oral testimony oi 
witnesses examined on that date, and 
the hearing and investigation of said pe 
tition hy the commission, the following 
facta are made to appear : That to the 
Proviine of Manitoba, in the Dominion 
of Canada, a large and increasing pas- 
senger traffic ia paaaing, particularly 
from the country adj.icent and tributary 
to the Detroit and St. Clair rivera.wbicii 
are boundary lines between the Btato of 
Michigan and the province of Ontario 
and points easterly thereof in the Do 
minion of Canada and the northerly pur 
tion of tLe Now England states. 

"That the province of Manitoba is 
reached from the territory above men- 
tioned hy the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
a line lying wholly within the Dominion 
of Canada and alao by the variouB con- 
necting lines of said petitioners which 
lio almost wholly within the United 
States, the distance traversed by them 
in the United States from the Detroit 
and St. Clair rivers to the southern boun- 
dary of Manitoba being in exceBB of 1,100 
miles. The distance from this eaat- 
territory to the competitive pointa in 
Manitoba is substantially the 
same by the Canadian Pacific 
railway and by the connecting lines of 
the petitioners. Through tickets are 
Bold lrom eastern pointa where this pas- 
senger travel originates to Manitoba, 
both over the Canadian Pacific railway 
and over the various connecting lines 
formed by the petitioners. TheCanadian 
Pacific lines, lying wholly in a foreign 
country, are not aubject to the act to 
regulate commerce, wnile all the peti- 
tioner's lines, except iho Giand Trunk 
railway, the Michigan Central railway, 
and the Toronto, Hamilton and Buffalo, 
lio wholly in the United States and nre 
subject to the proviBionB contained in 
the fourth Bection thereof. 

" That prior to the completion of the 
Canadian Pacific railway between the 
provinces of Ontario and Manitoba the 
petitioners' lines ecjjyed the whole cf a 



large passenger traffic between these prp 
vinces, much of which traffic was com- 
posed of seltlerB who were seeking homes 
in the Northwest and of the passengers 
bo carried by the United States lineB 
found inducements to settle in Minne- 
sota and other Northwest states. With 
the low rates established by the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway on the completion of 
its through line north of Lake Superior, 
the United States linescould notcompete 
therefor without demoralizing their in- 
termediate rates or sustaining great Iobb 
of needed revenue ; and aa a result the 
entire traffic in question was diverted to 
the Canadian Pacific railway. 

" That the Canadian Pacific railway 
transports passengers from the eaBtern 
territory mentioned to Manitoba at 
ratea ranging from $5 to $10 less than 
the rates established from the same 
points by the lines of the petitioners. 
In consequence of Buch lower rates, the 
passenger travel in question has been 
entirely diverted from the United StateB 
lii.ea, and now reaches Manitoba by the 
Canadian Pacific railway. 

" There ii reason to believe that with 
the opening of spring the passenger 
traffic will greatly increase. That the 
petitioners cannot freely compete with 
or participate in Buch traffic without 
making the same rates between the 
same pointB aB are made by the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway ; that they cannot 
meet the lower rateB of the latter with- 
out reducing their ratet to certain inter- 
mediate pointa unlesa they are author- 
ized to charge less for longer distances 
between points in the territory above 
described than for ahorter distances to 
intermediate points on their respective 
lines ; and that a reduction of rates to 
such intermediate points would deprive 
the petitioners of revenue to which they 
appear to be justly entitled and disturb 
the basis of passenger rates throughout 
a large area of territory. 

That a Bimilar Btate of facts exist 
with reference to east-bound passenger 
traffic fi om Manitoba to the eastern ter- 
ritory above mentioned. That while 
uch east-bound passenger rates now in 
force are substantially the same by the 
Candian Pacific as by the petitioners' 
lines, the former is under no legal re- 
traint which would prevent it from re- 
ucing its east-bound rates from the 
territoiy in question while retaining 
preBi nt or higher rates from interme- 
diate points, and in the event of such 
reduction the petitioners would be in a 
similar situation in respect of their east- 
bound ratea aa they are now in reaped 
f f the r west-bound latrs mentioned. 

That the foregoing facts disclose a 
cape of considerable urgency, and appear 
o juBiify a temporary suspension of the 
rule of the fourth section of the act to 
regulate commerce to the extent and in 
the territory hereinafter stated and de- 
scribed. 

1c ia therefore ordered, pending fur- 
ther investigation that upon publishing 
and filing tariffs aB required by the act, 
and until January 1, 1899, unless this 
order be in the meantime revoked or 
modified by the commission, the above 
named petitioners be and they are here- 
by authorized to charge less for the trans- 
portation of paBsengers both eaBtbound 
and west bound for the longest distances 
by their several connecting lines be- 
tween points in the province of Mani- 
toba and contiguous territory and points 
upon the Detroit and St. Clair rivers and 
easterly thereof in the Dominion of 
Canada and in that portion of the New 
England StateB reached directly by the 
ails of eaid Grand Trunk railway system 
than for the shorter distances to inter- 
mediate pointB on their respective lineF, 
provided, however, that such lower 
rateB for longer distance shall not any 
time be lesB than those previously estab- 
lished or charged by the Canadian Pa- 
ific railway for transportation of pass- 
engers between the tame points; and, 
provided further, that this order may be 
revoked or modified at any time in the 
discretion of the commission, and with 
or without notice to said petitioners.

An official of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way, when seen on the subject, said that 
t was quite true that similar authority 
had been granted to divert Kootenay 
business at the request of the 
Grand Trunk, and in addition 
to the authority now granted 
the same company was seeking 
uthority at Washington to divert 
British Columbia and Klondike travel 
to American gateways. It only goes to 
prove that the Canadian Northwest 
ettlers were diverted to Minnesota and 
)akota farina. When asked what effect 
t would have on the Canadiaa Pacific, 
he said " none whatever," that they did 
not propose to be diverated from their 
policy of confining Canadian business to 
Canada, and that they were in a position 
o make any rates applied by American 
inea apply alao to intermediate pointa. 
Such an authority on passenger business 
was ndieulouB, as all a passenger had to 
'o waa to buy a through ticket and stop 
off at the intermediate points he wanted 
to.

Washington Formally Demands the 
Issue of Miners' Certificates 
at Tagisb Lake.

Ottawa, Feb. 24.— An ultimatum has 
come to the government from Washing- 
ton that unless facilities are afforded 
American gold hunters to procure min- 
ers' certificates at Tagish the outporte of 
Dyea and Skagway will be abolished, 
thus practically closing Lynn Canal to- 
Canadian trade. 

Mr. Blair is seeking to revise the 
agreement with the Grand Trunk and 
Drummond County railways in connec- 
tion with the extension of the Inter- 
colonial to Montreal. Last session the 
opposition showed the one-aidedneBB of 
the bargain which compelled the Do- 
minion to pay 2}.. per cent, on the cont 
of improved terminals or tracks, whereas 
the Grand Trunk will have to pay but 
one-half per cent. This provision will 
be modified. 

Mr. Perry, the member for West 
Prince, Prince Edward Island, died thia 
morning after having been ill since be- 
fore the session opened. The remains 
have been forwarded to Prince Edward 
Island for interment, 



A CR1L-S INDEED. 

Public Sentiment in the United States Ripe 
for an Explosion Over the Matter 
of the " Maine." 

Washington, Feb. 24.— Representa- 
tive Boutelle, chairman of the commit- 
tee on naval affairs, referring to the ru- 
mors of treachery in connection with the 
Maine disaster, said to-day : 

"I feel that any man who by spoken 
or written utterance addaa spark to the 
flame of public sentiment at this junc- 
ture, is aa guilty as the man who would 
touch a match to the powder magazine 
of a vessel. " 1 



"LA CHAMPAGNE" OVERDUE. 

The Great French Liner Five Days Late 
With Five Hundred Passengers 
on Board. 

Nkw York, Feb. 24.— Up to midnight 
no news has been received about the 
French liner La Champagne, which was 
duo here Sunday morning from Havre. 

The agent hero eaid to-day that he 
feels no anxiety as to the safety of the 
ship. He thinks her machinery may 
have broken down or become deranged, 
and that she had to lie to in mid-ocean 
to make repairs. 

There are 497 persons on board the 
La Champagne aa follows: First class, 
4S ; Becond class, 53 ; Bteerage, 'J03 ; crew, 
175.

The Laplander in 
charge, Dinlera Petersen Kross, says that 
the deer have been dying from lack of 
proper food and attention, green moss, 
their natural food, being unobtainable. 
A Norwegian, thinking the deer were for 
the United States relief expedition, told 
a cruelty-to-animals' tale to Consul 
Dudley, and that gentleman looked into 
the case from a humanitarian stand- 
point. He ofi'ered assistance if needed, 
unofficially, but reports no cruelty.

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Mr. Chamberlain Says British Will 
Not Lose by Hesitation as 
iti the Past. 



Sealing Arbitration Before the Com- 
mons and Mr. Davitt Speaks 
for the United States. 



London, Feb. 21. — In the IIouhs of 
Commons to-day in reply to a question 
aa to the West African situation, Mr, 
Chamberlain said he expected a friendly 
and satisfactory settlement, but under 
the agreement with France, he could 
not give details until the negotiations in 
Taris were ended. The difficulties, he 
observed, had not arisen regarding the 
delimitation of the Say-Borua line, but 
in the delimitation west of Niger. Speak- 
ing generally he would say that the com- 
petition of other nations had compelled 
Great Britain to adopt a more forward 
policy in the hinterlands of her African 
colonies. From the French standpoint 
he could only admire the French policy 
which had carved for France an enormous 
empire from which she would in the 
future derive well-deserved benefltB. In 
conclusion, Mr. Chamberlain asserted 
that the cabinet was united in its Afri- 
can policy. He believed the couutry 
also was united, and that while ready 
to make concessions for the sake of 
maintaining peaceful relatione with for- 
eign powerH the country would not allow 
important British interests to be 
sacrificed. 

Mr. Chamberlain said: '-It is a la- 
mentable fact that we allowed ourselves 
to be forestalled in Sierra Leone and 
Gambia and the government determined 
that the same fate should not attend the 
Niger and the Gold Coast. Consequently 
it decided to raise a frontier force under 
Captain Lugard to occupy the hinter- 
land of this territory. The creation of 
thia force ia necessary whether the 
difficulties with France are satifactorily 
Bj^led or not, 

Mr. Labuuchero's motion to reduce 
the colonial vote was then rejected by a 
vote of 324 against 27. 

During the discussion of supply Mr. 
T. Gibson Bowles, Conservative member 
for King's Linn, complained of the 
grant of £5,000 for the inquiry as to the 
Uehring sea seals. He described the 
commission as " unnecessary and un- 
practical." 

Mr. Geo. N. Curzon, under secretary 
of state for foreign affairs, replied that 
the United States government had con- 
stantly urged Great Britain to revise the 
Paris regulations earlier than the treaty 
provided. Great Britain had always re- 
plied that the question must be decided 
on the evidence of experts. An expert 
inquiry was then Buegested. A commis- 
sion was appointed and it was subse- 
quently decided to continue the com- 
mission. 

Mr. Michael Davitt, anti-Parnellite 
member for South Mayo, said bethought 
the United States had been badly treat- 
ed by England and not England by the 
United States. 

Mr. Sidney Buxton, radical member 
for Poplar (Tower Hamlets), questioned 
the government as to the progress of the 
Guiana boundaries arbitration. 

Mr. Curzon, replying, called attention 
to the length of time necessary for de- 
livering the caseB, and aaid he could not 
promise an early settlement. 

London, Feb. 25. — The morning news- 
papers and all parties concerned raise a 
chorus of approval over Mr. Chamber- 
lain's scheme, which begins with the 
construction oi Rhodesia into a crown 
colony. The arrangement iB regarded as 
reassuring for the TranBvaal, since the 
British government is now responsible 
for any attack upon the Transvaal. The 
scheme does not affect Northern 
Rhodesia, which is left for future con- 
sideration. 



THE MAINE INQUIRE. 

Proceeding at Havana With Absolute Se- 
crecy as to the Evidence and Deduc- 
tions From It. 

Havana, Feb. 24. — The court of in- 
quiry held its usual session to-day. 
Capt. Sampson reported that Chaplain 
Chid wick was examined as to his person- 
al experience at- the time of the disas- 
ter to the Maine, and that the testimony 
was taken of the captain of a British 
bark in the harbor, and the superinten- 
dent of the West Indian Oil Works, 
across the bay, both of whom witnessed 
the explosion. Mr. Rolf, the British en- 
gineer of the floating dock in the harbor, 
wrote a letter to the court, but, it ia 
said, did not add anything material to 
what waa known. In the afternoon ses- 
sion the divers were examined more 
fully than before. 

Their testimony is taken from day to 
day. The court expects to Bail ou the 
Mangrove for Key West, where the other 
officers and men will be examined. 

Neither the officers of the court of in- 
quiry nor the witnesses will give the 
slightest indication of the testimony or 
the conclusion deducible from it, and all 
say that the men employed on the wreck 
have been warned to observe an equally 
strict reticence. This coarse is regarded 
as eminently wise by the American and 
all intelligent Spanish officors, aa there is 
no telling what passions might be 
aroused or what evil results might be 
brought about by talking freely on official 
matters in the present state of public 
feeling in Havana. 

Thus far Americana are treated with 
the utmost courtesy and kindness, and 
it seems the Bpecial care of residents of 
Havana to show_ friendly attentions 
Such a state of thingB is certainly tie- 
sirable, but it might be easily changed if 
officers, only partly informed of the 
truth, talked for publication. 

Consul-General Lee sayB there ia no 
truth in the report that he had aBked 
Captain-General Blanco to dismiss Iroin 
Cuba certain newspaper men for send- 
ing sensational stories to the United 
States. On the contrary, General Lee 
has never interfered with the American 
newspaper men In any way whatever. 



SEAL BRANDING. 

Report on the Jordan Experiment Which He 
Insists Is Comparatively Painless 
and Ellective. 

Nk\t York, Feb. 24.— The Klectrioal 
Review will publish to-morrow the first 
authentic account of the branding of fur 
seals, by olectricity to prevent the de- 
struction of female seals. The article is 
written by Elmer 13. Farmer, of the he- 
land Stanford University, who accom- 
panied the fur seal commission to the 
Pribyloff islands litBt August. 

The young female seals were marked 
by drawing the hot platinum cautery 
across the back, which resulted in de- 
stroying the fur and fur cells, so that 
even if the seal was afterwards killed the 
commercial value of the fur would bo 
destroyed. Dr. David Starr Jordan, of 
Lelnud University, who waa in charge 
of the experiment, stated that the elec 
trical method of branding is compara- 
tively pain least and even more effective 
than branding by means of hot irons. 



ZOLA WILL FARE WELL. 

Will Lack Nothing But Personal Liberty 
During His Year's Imprisonment, and 
Is Therefore Philosophical. 

London, Feb. 25. — The Paris corree. 
pondent of the Daily News, who inter 
viewed M. Zola yesterday, says : " He 
appeared fatigued, but was quite frank, 
natural and unconcerned, He had not a 
word of regret or bitterness in his con- 
versation, and he expressed great pleas- 
ure in knowing that foreign nations al- 
most universally sympathized with 
him." 

Mr. David Chriatie Murray, who in- 
terviewed M. Laborie on behalf of the 
Daily News, saya: " M. Laborie has 
little hope of a revision of the sentence 
and no hope whatever of its reversal. M 
Zola, however, will be even better treat 
ed than first class miBdemeanants in 
England. He will have a suite of rooms, 
access to books and newspapers, many 
personal comforts and the privilege of 
receiving viaits from his wife and 
friends." 

Mr. Murray also interviewed M. Z da 
The latter said ho did not grieve for 
himself, but was cut to the heart by the 
condition of his country that could sane 
tion Buch a verdict. He declared that 
he would not abandon the crusade, but 
he said : 

" Whore can we make the next appeal? 
Our lack of means ia obvious. France 
believes her honor assailed and there 
fore she is reluctant to be influence! 
even by foreign opinions. She would 
rather resent the attempt to impose for 
eign judgment on her own free will. 
For the present patience is the only 
wisdom."

UNITED STATES SENATE. 


" Maine " Disaster Revives Discussion of/ 
' the Cuban Belligerency Re- 
solution. 

Washington, Feb. f!3.— Senator Allen 
introduced a resolution to-day for a sen- 
ate investigation of the nffairs in Cuba. 

Allan also offered the Morgan Cuban 
belligerency resolution aa an amendment 
to the diplomatic and consular appro- 
priation bill. 

Halo gave notice of a point of order 
agaiust the amendment. 

Morgan, in opposing Allen's amend- 
ment, aaid we had no right to make a 
declaration of this sort in this way. If 
thia resolution waa made a part of the 
bill Spain would have the right to con- 
sider it a declaration of war. Me con- 
tended that the conditions were now 
much different than when the senate 
passed the resolution last May. The 
temper of the peoplo of both nations waa 
much different. Morgan said the de- 
clarations heretofore were for peace. 

Referring to the Maine disaster and 
the investigation now going on, he said 
it would not bo right to force the ques- 
tion now. If the senator from Nebraska 
wanted to vote for a declaration of war 
let him bring it in and state the grounds, 
He (Morgan) would vote for such a reso- 
lution, but he would not vote for a dec- 
laration of war against Spain in disguise. 
He wanted the challenge made and pin- 
ned up in an honorable way. 

Morgan said he always believed the 
United States and Spain would fight 
over Cuba. The contest now showed 
that Cuba was ioBt to Spain, for Bhe 
could not conquer the people of the is- 
land. 

Morgan said he did not want to stop 
the appropriations of the government of 
the United StatoB in order to coerce the 
house of representatives or the president 
into a declaration of war or belligerency. 

Lodge opposed making this question 
the subject for a rider on the appropria- 
tion bill. He did not believo in grave 
questions of foreign policy being added 
to the appropriation bills. 

Teller said ho had come to the conclu- 
sion that recognition of belligerency was 
an executive act, and all congress could 
do was to express an opinion. He 
thought the executive ought to pay some 
attention to the wish of congresB, hut he 
did not believe it would do so. 



MANITOBA AND NORTHWEST. 

Snowstorms Blocking the Railways-High 
Prices Bringing in the Wheat. 

Winnipeg, Feb. 24.— (Special)— Snow- 
storms are raging eastward and south of 
Winnipeg and railway traffic iB seriously 
delayed on all lineB. To-day's train 
from the East ia cancelled owing to a 
snow block some distance east, and the 
Western train was nearly seven hours 
late. 

Considerable wheat was brought into 
the city to-day from Springfield munici- 
pality, the price paid being 90 cents. It 
is expected by grain dealers that fully 
500,000 bushels will bo marketed in thia 
city from pointB within a radiuB of 25 
miles. 

Klasa Peters, who left for Southern 
Russia last November to work in the 
intereBtB of Canadian immigration 
among the Mennonites, has written to 
Commissioner McCreary several very 
encouraging letterB on the success of his 
mission.

First, we suggested tho candidacy of an 
ambitious young Drainite, a dealer in 
leather goods and hardware, for mem- 
ber of tho legislature, taking all the 
wind out of his opponent's sails by 
heartily indorsing the talk in favor of a 
new normal school. Meantime we had 
a largo grain field of tho mayor's, which 
had begun to lose its fertility on ac- 
count of overcultivation, surveyed into 
city lots, and as soon as our candidate 
had received tho regular party nomina- 
tion wo put tho town site of Last Drain, 
with its streets named after conspicuous 
men of tho state, on tho market aud 
gave ono of its centrally located blocks 
for the now normal school. 

" Woll, everything came to pass ex- 
actly as we had planned. Our candidate 
was elected, and tho building of tho now 
normal school on the site wo gave was 
authorized. Wo sold a sufficient num- 
ber of East Drain lots to moro than pay 
for the land and all expenses. Tho con- 
tractors on tho new school were men 
who had aided tho legislation authoriz- 
ing it, and they got their supplies from 
the mayor, their hardware from the 
member and their lumber from mo. My 
mill also supplied lumber for other 
buildings in Last Dram, including a 
now boarding house for the milliner, 
who has prospered ever since. Tho post- 
master's increased business soon war- 
ranted his moving into ono of tho twe 
brick buil. hugs in the city of Drain, and 
tho former titular in leather goods and 
hardware is still member of tho Oregon 
legislature. "—New York Sun.

SPAIN AND AMERICA. 

Yesterday's despatches make the out 
look between Spain and the United 
States appear more ominous than ever, 
Things seem to be drifting to a crisis 
Modern history shows that wars, as a 
rule, result more from an intense feeling 
of hostility between the people of two 
countries than from any single act. Both 
the Spaniards and Americans are grow- 
ing intensely bitter towards each other. 
In thia connection it is worth while to 
consider for a little the probable attitude 
of the other American governments in 
the event of hostilities resulting. 

The attitude of Canada would of 
course be governed entirely by, 
the position taken by the British 
government. The sentiment of the 
people would be very largely in favor of 
the United StateB, even among thoBe 
who think that the course taken by the 
Washington government has not been 
justifiable. Canada may, however, be 
left out of consideration in this connec- 
tion. 

In the two America's there are about 
thirty millions of people of Spanish de- 
scent and probably half aB many more 
who are of mixed Spanish and Indian 
ancestry. We think it altogether likely 
that in the event of hostilities between 
the United States and Spain the whole 
sympathy of theae people would be with 
the latter. 

The attempt made at Washington to 
enlist the Hispana-American republics 
in an alliance with the United States^ 
was one of the most conspicuous failures 
of modern diplomacy. James G. Blaine, 
unquestionably a greater statesman than 
any man in the United States who has 
succeeded him, and in fact almost the I 
only statesman which that country has j 
produced since Seward, planned to | 
amalgamate all the independent nations 
on the continent in a grand commer- 
cial alliance, to be followed later 
by one for offence and de- 
fence. He failed. Whether any 
one could have succeeded is problemati- 
cal. What the people of the South 
American republics especially objected 
to was the overbearing attitude assumed 
by the United States. Chili especially 
resented thin, and Mexico treated the 
matter with a good deal of quiet indig- 
nation. Still Mr. Blaine was persistent, 
and, as he possessed a good deal of tact, 
he might have been able to overcome 
the difficulty which arose from this 
source and have accomplished his 
purpose, if the very small 
politician then occupying tho presi- 
dential chair, Benjamin Harri- 
rison, had not through jealous sought, 
and successfully, to thwart him. Tho 
rpsult was that Blaine dropped his Pan- 
American project, went into retirement 
and died. 

Following this movement came an- 
other, which has not as yet received any 
very great degree of attention by Eng- 
lish-speaking people, but may bo of 
much more importance than is generally 
imagined. It is nothing else than an ex- 
ceedingly attractive suggestion that a 
re-union should take place among tho 
Spanish-speaking people. A few years 
ago there was a good deal said about 
this in some of the South American papers 
and there was much enthusiasm over 
it. Some very spirited articles were 
written describing the ancient glory of 
tho Spanish name and arguing that no 
reiiBon could be assigned why it should 
not bo revive). lit some cases the 
avowed determination of tha United 
States to set, itself up aa tho arbiter of 
the destinies of the other nations of this 
.continent was given aB a reason why tho 



proposed reunion should take place with- 
out delay. 

The discussion showed that the Amer- 
ican press and the later Bchool of Amer- 
ican politicians have totally miscon- 
ceived the feeling of Central and South 
America towards their country. There 
is no feeling of affinity between them 
because they aro all called republics. 
As a Chilian paper said, the people of 
the United States are essentially differ- 
ent to those of South America in senti- 
ment and policy. The same paper sar- 
castically said, in efl'ect, that the people 
at Washington professed to desire to 
keep South America from the aggression 
of Great Britain, aud did so in the 
name of liberty, when it was plain 
enough that all they wanted was to 
keep South America for their own ag- 
grandizement. Moreover, said the same 
writer, Chili has uu reason to feel 
friendly towards the United StateB, a 
country which barB out its commerce; 
if it has friendship to give to any Kng- 
lish-speaking country, it will be to one 
which is glad to trade with it. 

It has alBO been claimed by some of 
the South American papers that one of 
the ways in which a union of the kind 
mentioned would most certainly be 
brought about would bo a war between 
Spain and the United States. It would 
then be seen., said ono writer, that Span- 
ish blood is thicker than wates» and 
Buch a union would be invincible. This 
was very strong language, but the Span- 
ish people are by no means ready to 
admit that they are effete. They be- 
lieve themselves to be able, if united, to 
face the world ; and it must bo admitted 
that, if they would sink all local differ- 
ences and present a firm front, the Span- 
ish nations would become a very formid- 
able combination. 



work. Just at present labor is in good 
demand here, but it would be very easy 
to overaupply the market. We think it 
well to warn EaBtern people against 
coming to the Coast in great numbers 
with the expectation of being able to 
secure work. 

An article in the Nineteenth Century 
speaks of the combination that is being 
formed in Europe to cripple British 
trade, which leads the Spectator to Bay: 

"Forty millions of Anglo-Saxons with 
too little to eat would be the moBt for- 
midable foe that Europe has ever en- 
countered. The Continent is always 
asking ua to Bet up a conBcnption, but it 
will Bhrink back in horror if we ever do 
it. France was conquered by the Plan- 
tagenets because there was not room 
enough in thiB island for us all, and bo 
it would be again. The world doeB not 
know what it gains by the full feeding 
and consequent good humor of the Brit- 
ish people." 

To which the New York Commercial 
Advertiser adds: "Europe had better 
face the Yellow Spectre than a hungry 
England." But England is not hungry 
yet and not likely to be so. Nor is she 
likely to have the doors of the world's 
commerce shut in her face. That was 
tried lately in China, but the game did 
not work. 



THE BELLA C00LA COLONY. 

Mr. C. Carlson, of the Bella Coola 
colony, reports that the conditions ex- 
isting in that part of the province are 
very satisfactory, and that the colonists 
are very well pleased with their pros- 
pects. This is one part of the province 
where the Klondike fever has not yet got 
hold of any victims, which renders it 
very noteworthy. Mr. Carlson says that 
a great deal of land has been cleared, 
and he complains that Mr. Todd, the 
Indian agent, has done the colony a very 
great injustice in the statements made 
by him to the Times. He says that 
whether the colonists have done as much 
as they might have done in the same 
length of time is purely a matter of 
ooinion. They think themselves that 
they have done very well. 

We are very glad to hear this, and can 
only express regret that certain of our 
contemporaries seize every possible oc- 
casion to belittle the success which has 
attended any attempt at colonization. 
There is no object in keeping back the 
truth ; but it is very unfair to British 
Columbia, and to the people of any par- 
ticular locality, that misleading state- 
ments on such a subject Bhould be pub- 
lished. The Bella Coolacolony promises 
well for the future. It will be a greater 
success when it has better communica- 
tion with the outside world ; but it is yet 
in its infancy, and timo is necessary for 
the development of the necessary facili- 
ties. The public will be glad to learn 
from Mr. Carlson that the colonists 
themselves are very well satisfied with 
their condition. 



We have at hand a copy of a pamphlet 
issued by the Seattle Trading Company 
in which it is stated that seventy-five or 
eighty per cent, of the articles required 
for a Yukon outfit are imported from tho 
United States. This is ono untruth. 
A Becond untruth is that noone has heard 
of duty having been collected on a 
miner's outfit. It is amazing that any 
business house would go on record with 
such grosB falsehoods. 



Tiiicitj; is likely to he a discussion in 
the provincial legislature over the ques- 
tion of closing the Yukon to aliens and a 
resolution to that effect may be carried. 
There has been a great revolution in 
public opinion on this subject during 
the l.ist year and all because of the hog- 
gishness evinced by the Pucet Sound 
cities. 



Thk houBe yesterday gave the six- 
months' hoist to a resolution intended 
to condemn Hon. Messrs. Turner and 
Pooley for their connection with "The 
Dawson City (Klondike) and Domin- 
ion Trading Corporation, Limited," 
The Colonist believes in making a 
vigorous stand-up fight on aify proposi- 
tion of public interest, but tho motion 
above referred to isfme that might very 
properlv be withdrawn from vote by 
the usual motion of postponement. 
The Colonist has insisted and still in- 
sists that the house has the right to dis- 
cuss this question. It«fiaa insisted and 
still insists that the houBe has tho right 
to stamp with its disapproval the con- 
duct of ministers, when their conduct is 
such as militates against the public in- 
terest. But it baa never claimed that 
the way to takp the matter up is 
by a debating society resolution. 
There are parliamentary ways of bring- 
ing a question of this kind before the 
house, and if these are not adopted the 
proper course iB to relieve the house in 
the rnost summary way of having any- 
thing to do with the matter. 

Tnii Nelson Economist falls into a not 
unnatural error in attributing to Sir 
John Macdonald tho credit of securing 
for Canadians the right to tho free navi- 
gation of the Stikine. Sir John really 
gained nothing by tho treaty of Washing- 
ton in this respect, for that document 
simply confirms the right which the 
British government reserved under the 
Russian treaty of 1825. It ia important 
to bear this in mind, because to concede 
that our rights in tho premises are de- 
rived from the treaty of Washington is 
to admit that the United States can take 
them away at any timo by giving notice 
of the denunciation of thattroaty. When 
the United States bought Alaska they 
obtained only the right of Russia there- 
to, which right was subject to a use by 
Britiah subjects of all rivers flowing from 
the interior through the ceded territory. 
This must always be kept to the front.

OVERLAND TO YUKON. 

Deputation at Ottawa Promoting the Route 
Via Edmonton. 

Ottawa, "Feb. 24.— Manitoba delega- 
tions, supported by EaBtern boards of 
trade, waited on MesBrs. Laurier, Sifton 
and Cartwright to-day and asked for a 
wagon road by Edmonton to the Yukon. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier promised to get tho 
routeB surveyed, and said there should 
he no antagonism between the overland 
rout and the water routes. Among those 
present were Messis. Bell and Bolo for 
the Winnipeg board of trade; Mayor 
Andrews, for tho Winnipeg city council; 
Mr. Rogers, piesident of the Toronto 
board of trade; Mr. Ross, preaident of 
tho Ottawa board of trade; MeBsrs. 
Jamieson, Oliver, Davie, Rutherford, 
DouglaB, Richardson, M.P.'s, and Col. 
McMillan, of Winnipeg. Mr. Jamieson 
explained the purpoeeof the deputition. 

Mr. Bole said they felt the desirability 
of a Canadian route from Saskatchewan 
to the Yukon. They were not present 
to oppose any other route, but found 
there waa an unanimous feeling amoug 
tho boards of trade that we should have 
cheap ingress aud egreES through Cana- 
dian territory. The C.P.R. has pro- 
mised reduction in freight rates to get 
in Canadian canned goods, Canadian 
bacon and flour. Staple articles of pro- 
duce cannot get in by the coast route to 
compete with American. The boards c f 
trade on the coast say that they are 
doing no more than from 10 to 20 per 
cent, of the trade. That means out of 
thirty-two million dollars of trade we 
will get by the coast route only sir mil- 
lion. He aeked, therefore, that the gov- 
ernment give prompt encouragement to 
routes from the interior. Mr. Bell, from 
Winnipeg, read resolutions from the Que- 
bec and Montreal boards of trade in 
favor of the request. Mr. Andrews had 
been in the East, and found a unani- 
mous opinion in tavor oi their request. 
Many people aro now outfitting at Ed- 
monton. Parties who go in should be 
encouraged to establish a Eettlement 
| His associates were honest, and they 
| looked confidentially for BuccesB. The 
! gain to Canada will not come exclusively 
I from the gold taken out ; the trade is 
I worth even more. He read resolutions 
i from the Toronto Board of Trade, urging 
the Bovernment to open up a wagon 
road to Yukon. Crawford Ross, presi 
dent of the Ottawa Hoard of Trade, was 
I fully in accord with the proposition. 

Mr. Oliver Bpoke of the presaingneceB 
I Bity of the work being done, The only 
question is as to the most opportune 
. time. Already 500 people had started 
by the Peace river and Mackenzie routea 
from Edmonton. Thousands of people in 
the United States were anxious to take 
the Edmonton route for special reasons 
The only question they ask is: Is the 
route practicable? These parties wish 
to go to the headquarters of the Pelly 
river, a diptanco of 1,000 miles from E ' 
monton. Provisions can be handled for 
10 conts a pound by the wagon road, for 
thia distance of 1,000 miles. As far as 
the route is known there ia plenty of 
fodder for pack horses. Beef is worth 
large money in tho Yukon. Beef will 
drive itself to market and many parties 
are ready to start and drive cattle 
through. For this purpose a trail must 
be open. As to the cost, he would only 
say, the greater expenditure the greater 
benefit. A pack trail will do much, hut 
a wagon road would be preferable. 

Sir Richard Cartwright asked what it 
wind coBt for this work, and also 
whether bridges would have to be built 
for a nack train. 

Mr. Oliver suggested cutting a trail 12 
feet wide through the woods. 

Mr. Davis (Saskatchewan) spoke in 
favor of the Prince Albert route and 
Mackenzie river. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier assured the depu- 
tation that attention had already been 
given to this important Bubject, but the 
government were glad to get the preecnt 
information. He was not giving away 
any secret when he said that the govern- 
ment had made up their mind to have 
an exploratton mado of all the proposed 
routes next summer, to ascertain which 
waa the most suitable. With 1,500 
miles of practically unknown territory, 
it was necesjary to have some knowledge 
of our resources before expending public 
money. One objection was the question 
of fodder, but if thia ia obtainable the 
problem ia easily solved. There should 
be no antagonism between the land and 
water routes, and the government would 
not forget the former. One point in its 
favor was the possibility of discovering 
another Yukon in the Rocky Mountains 
or along the northern rivers. If the 
means of the country permit, a rail or 
wagon road would be built.

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Yesterday's was a moat interesting 
session in the local legislature, the con- 
sideration of the abstract principle of 
Ministers of the Crown lending their 
aid to the promotion of companies 
formed to develop provincial reaourcea, 
'being productive of the most interesting 
debate, although the resolution was ul- 
timately shelved on the motion of the 
member for North Victoria. There waa 
also an intereating expreaBion of opinion 
obtained on the motion for the aecond 
reading of Mr. Helmcken's Alien Labor 
bill, the junior member for Victoria, in 
the course of this debate, informally no- 
tifying the house that he will shortly 
bring in a bill especially directed agaiuat 
American miners coming into British 
territory. Mr. Braden in explanation 
of this propoaed anti-American bill says 
that it iB intended to apply to minora 
only, and will aim to put citizens of the 
United States on preciaely the aame 
footing aa the Asiatics, dealt with in the 
measure fathered by his associate mem- 
ber for the city. 

The Speaker having taken the chair 
at 2 o'clock, and prayers having been 
read by Rev. A. B. Winchester, 

PRIVILEGE. 

Mr. Kennedy directed attention to an 
error in the \ otea and proceedinga of 
Wednesday, by which ho had been re- 
corded ae voting " nay," whereas he had 
voted "yea" on the first amendment 
propoaed to the resolution in* reply. 

Mr. Semlin had also detected an error 
in tho votea and proceedingB.hia amend- 
ment having been propoaed to clause S 
of the reply, not to clauae 7, in aaaocia- 
tion with which auch a motion would 
have been ridiculous. 

Dr. Walkem again inquired if any- 
thing had been done in the direction of 
providing membera of the house with a 
private retiring room. 

Hon. Mr. M.irtiu replied that a suit- 
able room waa being prepared for the use 
of the members. 

Dr. Walkem also directed attention to 
a paragraph in the Colonist with refer- 
ence to the exclusion of the press repre- 
sentatives from the hotiBe library and 
reading-room. He did not think that 
the reporters Bhould be debarred from 
the privileges of the library, where in 
their duty they very often required to 
consult the filea and other references. 
He held that in thia matter Mr. Speaker 
owed an explanation to the houae. 

Mr. Speaker replied that the rule re- 
ferred to had been prepared under the 
advice of the committee on Standing 
Orders. If the mombor for South Na- 
naimo deaired to move an amendment 
or make any auggeation, the committee 
would in all probability give the matter 
attention. 

Dr. Walkem once again expressed 
himself as convinced of the right of re- 
porters to the privileges of the library, 
and moved that tho ruleB of the house 
should be bo amended as to entitle the 
reporters to the privileges in question. 

Mr. Kellie held that not alone the re- 
porters, butcitizena generally should at 
all time have acceee to the library and 
reading room. 

Mr. Speaker — You might just as well 
say they have the right to do as they 
please on the floor of the house. 

Mr. Booth thought the matter was 
hardly one for the house to deal with. 
A suggestion had been made which the 
committee would no doubt give every 
coiiBidoration to. 
The incident hero terminated. 
Hon. Col. Baker referred to the Colon- 
ist's report of the house proceedings, by 
which he noticed the member for Dewd- 
ney quoted as hoping that he (Colonel 
Baker) would consult the house before 
again making a muddle of things under 
the Water Clauses Consolidation Act. 
Surely tho member for Dewdney knew 
juke well that the executive not the 
provincial eecretary framed the resolu- 
tion in question. 

Mr. Sword was quite satisfied that 
Executive " should bo aubatituted for 
" Provincial Secretary." That the reg- 
ulations had been muddled no one could 
doubt. 

KEI'ORTS AND RETURNS. 

Mr. Hunter preaented two reportB 
from the Private Billa committee, the 
first of these stating the regulations to 
have been complied with in the case of 
the Last Kootenay Valley Railway Com- 
pany, the Skeena River & Eastern Rail- 
way Company and the British Columbia 
(ireat Gold Gravels Dredge-Mining Cor- 
poration. In their second report the 
committee returned the Mountain Tram- 
way & Electric Company bill for neces- 
sary amendments. Both reports were 
received. 

Mr. Hunter also presented the first 
report of tho Public Accounts commit- 
tee, which was likewiso received. 

Hon. Col. Baker laid before tho houee 
a return of all correspondence in connec- 
tion with the reopening of the Campbell 
creek achool. 

COMPANY PROMOTION DISCUSSED. 

Mr. Sword, pursuant to notice given, 
moved : " That this house is of opinion 
that ministers' of the crown should not 
end the uosistanco of their official titles 
to tho floating of any company, and ro- 
grots that tho hou. the premier and 
finance minister nnd the lion, president 
of tho council allowed their uumes, in 



their said official capacity, to be placed 
on the directorate of the Dawson City 
(Klondike) and Dominion Trading Cor- 
poration, Limited, and that it is a still 
greater Bource of regret that they did not 
aever their connection with said com- 
pany, as auch directors, as soon aa they 
ascertained the ubo which waa being 
made of their official titles by tbo pro- 
moter of that company." 

This resolution Mr. Speaker hold to 
be inadmissible for the samo reaaonB he 
had advanced in forbidding the discus- 
sion that had arisen in connection with 
the debate on the speech from the j 
throne. The matter dealt with waB at | 
preEent the subject of legal proceedings, 
which shculd not be prejudiced by legi> 
lative debate. 

Mr. Sword took exception to this 
ruling, maintaining that tho resolution 
as framed avoiding carefully the mat- 
ters forming the basis of the court pro- 
ceedings, and was therefore quite with- 
in tho right of the house to consider. 

In this ground he was supported by 
Mr. Williams, who maintained that the 
whole point to be avoided was the 
criminality or otherwise of the comment 
of certain provincial papers who had im- 
puted unworthy motives to the minis- 
ters, in their comment on their associa- 
tion with the promotion of a particular 
joint stock company. No attempt wbb 
made in this resolution to accuae the 
ministers, aa these papers had, of using 
their official poaitions improperly to pro- 
mote their private enda, but aimply to 
pass upon the principle at stake. The 
paperB would be tried by the courts for 
their language; it waa equally necessary 
that the ministers should be tried by the 
legislature. They would, bethought, be 
in a much better position when they 
came before the country if they at once 
waived all opposition and facilitated in 
every way possible the conaideration of 
the subject of their actiona in thia mat- 
ter. 

Dr. Walkem endorsed the aoundnese 
of the ruling, while arguing that as a 
weapon of attack it was very favorable 
to the opposition, rather than the 
reverse— for if Mr. Speaker permitted 
the debate, and the resolution was put 
to a vote it would give the ministers the 
beat poeaible endoreation to preaent to 
the public. Ab a matter of fact the 
ministers could have no possible objec- 
tion to the free diacusaion of the whole 
matter, such a courae would undoubted- 
ly strengthen their hands — the point 
waa, however, not to interfere with the 
machinery of the courts. The resolution, 
instead of being framed as an abstract 
proposition, was to his mind quite the 
reverse, ancl therefore impoaaible of be- 
ing debated in the house under existing 
circumBtancea. 

Mr. Helmcken, while standing for free 
speech on all occasions, took the ground 
also that it waa the duty of the law- 
makera of the province to aesist in every 
way the administration of justice. He 
would put it to the senior member for 
Vancouver with that member's experi- 
ence of change of venue proceedings, 
how email things were accepted at times 
as calculated to prejudice ttie mind of a 
community. In this regard, there could 
be no question tha!t whatever debate 
arose on thia matter in the houee would 
have an effect— an important effect, in 
coloring the viewa held by the public on 
the matter at ieaue. For thia reason he 
maintained that the houae would not be 
acting fairly or in juBtice if it debated 
tho principle involved, to say nothing of 
the specific matters introduced by the 
member for Dewdney. 

Messrs. Semlin, Cotton, Forater, and 
Kellie apoke briefly in support of tho ac- 
ceptability of the resolution, the mem- 
ber for North West Kootenay observing 
that " if the members of the legislature 
could not discuss any subject they might 
see tit, he wanted to go homo at once." 

On the other side, Hon. Col. Baker 
argued on a parallel line to the third 
member for Yictoria city, and a vote be- 
ing taken on the question " shall the 
chair be sustained," a verdict in the af- 
firmative was rendered on a straight 
party division of 1!> to 12, the names 
being thun recorded : 

Yeas — Huff.Smith, Mutter, Helmcken, 
Baker, Turner, Martin, Rithet, Adams, 
Booth, Stoddart, Walkem, Pooley, 
Kbert, Bryden, Rogers, Hunter, Braden, 
and McGregor. — 11). 

Nays — Sword, Kennedy, Hume, Fors- 
ter, Macpheraon, Kidd, Vedder, Wil- 
liams, Semlin, Cotton, Graham, and 
Kellie —12. 

Mr. Kennedy then moved, no objec- 
tion being offered to his resolution, that 
" thiB house is of the opinion that none 
of the ministers of the crown should at 
any time lend the weight of their official 
titles to the floating of any scheme for 
the benefit of any company." Ho did 
not think, he said, that any fault could 
bo found with tho wording of the resolu- 
tion ; and he waa of the opinion, too, that 
the leeling of tho entire province was 
with him in tho view ho took, that min- 
isters of the crown should keep them- 
selves clear of all associations calculated 
to bring them or the country into re- 
proach. There were many reasons why 
the names of public ministers aa such 
should not be blazoned in the prospec- 
tuses of companies appealing to invest- 
ors for their capital. Ho hoped that 
members on both sides would see their 
wav clear to vote for the resolution. 

Hon. Col. Baker took the view that 
the resolution, if meant in the spirit in- 
dicated, was not sufficiently far-reach- 
ing. It Bhould have provided that the 
government communicate to the secre- 
tary of Btate for Canada the feeling of 
the British Columbia legislature that 
ministers should not be associated with 
the promotion of private enterprises, in 
order that the secretary of Btate for Can- 
ada might communicate with the Im- 
perial secretary of state conveying tho 
expression of opinion — for tho practice 
was general in all partB of the'Empire, 
and it would bo ridiculous to deal with 
British Columbia's government alone. 

Mr. Stmlin cordially supported the 
re:olution, which he thought wrb sufli- 
fjonlinued on Page Six,

Mr. Helmcken took exception to the 
ground upon which the Provincial Sec- 
retary opposed tno resolution, holding 
that it was quite enough for the British 
Columbia legislature to Biiggest the 
course of action it believed ita own min- 
isters abould follow, lotting other parts 
of the Empire attend to their own 
affairs. It was quite couipetout, no 
doubt, for tlio legislature to direct the 
cabinet in this matter, nnd all bia ob- 
jection was based, therefore, on his pro- 
fessional experience, which taught him 
how manifestly unfair it would be thus 
to prejudice the matters in adjudication. 
Especially would it bo unfair to the de- 
fendants in the criminal libel proceed- 
ings to vote down this resolution, which, 
for the sake of these defendants, he 
hoped to see withdrawn. 

Mr. Williams argued that the opposi- 
tion had no desire to prejudice the de- 
fence in the matters before the courts, 
aud expressed his willingness to move 
the adjournment of thedebateuntil such 
time as the"e defendants could be heard 
from. If they held the opinion that the 
consideration ol this resolution would 
prejudice their case he would at once 
support the withdrawal of the resolution. 
The house ho did not think would con- 
sent, however, to such a course as he 
had BUggeated and the opposition to the 
resolution was to bia mind therefore a 
aham and a farce. The argument and 
Jiud sounding consideration for the rights 
of litigants were not Biueero — no more so 
than the statement that members of the 
Imperial cabinet used their official posi- 
tion to advance company promotion in 
the wav the British Columbia ministers 
had. No member of the Imperial cabi- 
net would think for a moment of doing 
such a thing, in which there was the 
greatest danger of abuse. 

In explanation Mr. Helmcken again 
stated his position clearly and distinctly 
— he had no desire to put himself on re- 
cord in connection with the principle in- 
volved at the present time, for the 
reason that whatever was said would be 
certain to influence some mind on the 
subject of the incidental court proceed- 
ings. 

Mr. Forster took contrary ground, and 
held that it was the duty of the house at 
the present time to set itself down as 
strongly opposed to the principle at 
stake, in antagonism to which he pro- 
ceeded to read at length froai the Lon- 
don Times. 

Mr. Booth thought that in common 
decency, taking into consideration the 
proceedings pending, it would he unwise 
and unfair to proceed with the debate 
at the present time. He accordingly 
moved the six mouths' hoist, whiVh 
motion Mr. Rogers seconded. 

To the amendment Mr. Forster again 
addressed himself briefly, urging imme- 
diate and emphatic action. 

"The question of principle involved 
will receive consideration before this 
day six months','' he said, " Four 
months will be quite sufficient." 

Mr. Kennedy believed that the house 
waj fully agreed with the principle that 
he sought to enunciate, the the govern- 
ment members were afraid to do their 
duty. An expression of opinion was 
both desirable and necessary, and should 
be given at once — not at some future day, 
before which much mischief might be 
done. Why should thehouse beafraid to 
express its feeling on the abstract prin- 
ciple? 

Mr. Macphcrson opposed the delay, 
and arcued that one evil ell'ect of official 
titles beiug used as they had been in 
company promotion, was to deceive in- 
vestors with the belief that special con- 
cessions would bs obtainable, 

Mr. Semlin thought that tire govern- 
ment would find the making of the de- 
lay a great practical mistake. It would 
be policy to dispose of the question now 
— this is what the entire country wanted 
to see done. 

Mr, Cotton spoke at length againot 
the amendment for the Bhelving of the 
-question, citing what he termed "sup- 
positious cases " in which he proceeded 
to details, in support of the argument 
that evil results might follow postpone- 
■meet oi action. His "suppositious 
cases" were the ex let parallels of the 
matters prescribed by ruling of the chair 
from debate on the ground that they 
were aub judtre. 

Hon. Mr. fiber ts threo times called 
Mr. Speaker's attention to the fact that 
the junior member (or Vancouver waa 
clearly out of order, his debate being 
being wide of the amendment which he 
claimed to be considering. On each oc- 
casion M r. Speaker called the offending 
member to order, nnd as often be re- 
sumed the debate on precisely similar 
lines. Finally, 

Hon. Mr. Eberta inquired if a member 
was persistently irrelevant and failed to 
heed the warnings of the chair, might he 
not be ordered to discontinue bis re- 
marks. 

Mr. Speaker admitted that there was 
such a rule, and as Mr. Cotton had re- 
fused to confine himself to the quetilijn, 
he must now rule him out. 

Mr. Cotton thereupon took his seat 
with an angry observation to the at- 
torney general, the full tenor of which 
waa run apparent to the house, but 
which several members interpreted in 
the nature of a challenge or a threat. 

In the course of hiB remarks the 
junior member for Vancouver had dwelt 
at some length on the floatation of Klon- 
dike companies to interest the British 
investor, arguing that the London pro- 
moter when he found that Klondike was 
an alluring field for his operations, and 
also that men of commercial prominence 
in this country were neither numerous 
nor well known to the world at large, 
found it essential to utilize the public 
men to promote their schemes for the 
making of fortunes. It might be that 
the investors took into consideration, he 
said, when these projects for railways, 
etc., were discussed, that members of 
the government being on their director- 
ate, they would have the advantage of 
inside information as to the government 
policy — or that it would be so fixed thai 
when townsitea were to be opened up 
they would bo "in on the ground floor. ' 

These and similar obsorvationB were 
made by Mr. Williams, Mr. Semlin and 
Mr. Forster concurring, to bo quite rele- 
vant to the issue involved by the amend- 
ment — Mr. Williams holding that thpee 
were all arguments why six months' de- 
lay in an expreesion upon the abatracl 
principle might be attended by eerious 
consequences. 

On Mr. Cotton resuming his sent Mr. 
Hunter, who had taken notes of his 
address, proceeded to reply to the points 
.raised, whereupon ho was prompt!) 



called to ordar by the chair. The mem- 
ber for Cornox then referred to a state- 
ment by the member for Dowdney, that 
he had receded from his former position 
on the question, an assertion which he 
wished emphatically to deny. He 
hud Baid that ho considered the house 
well within ita rights in discussing the 
question ; he had not, however, said at 
any time that he considered the discus- 
sion of the principle of ministers lend- 
ing their natneB to the promotion of com- 
panies either necessary or desirable at 
the present time, As a mutter ot fact, 
ho looked upon the entire matter as very 
trivial, and aa the main point was the 
subject of an action at law, saw nothing 
to be gained by goin« into it, He was 
proceeding to answer the contentions of 
the junior member for Vancouver when 
called to order by Mr.. Speaker. To this 
call tho member for Comox took excep« 
tion, failing to understand wtiy tie 
member for Vancouver should be allow- 
ed greater latitude than any ottier mem- 
ber of tho house. 

Mr. Speaker said this was not tho case 
— the member for Vancouver had very 
adroitly endeavored all through his re- 
marks on the amendments to debate the 
main question, in connection with which 
he had been repeatedly called to order, 
and Anally ruled out. 

Mr. Hunter — And I am not then to be 
permitted equal latitude, in ortter to 
answer what the junior member for Van- 
couver has said? It certainly appeared 
to me that that member was permitted 
to say and do what ho pleased until he 
challenged the Attorney-General to bat- 
tle, (Laughter.) 

Both Mr, Williams and Mr. Semlin 
once again contended that all Mr. Cot- 
ton's supposititious cases had beenin the 
direction of showing why the resolution 
should not be given the six months 
hoist— and were therefore relevant and 
in order. 

Mr. Huff thought from the way the 
debate had dragged unnecessarily that, 
the mover of the amendment might 
potsibly have made a mistake — would it 
not be well to poatpone consideration of 
the resolution for at least nine months? 
If the business of the country were fur- 
ther delayed as it had been since the 
sesiiou opened, the house waB likely to 
be vet in session hix months from now. 
(Laughter). 

No other speakers expressing a desire 
to debate tho amendment, it was put to 
the vote and prevailed ou the following 
division, the original resolution falling 
to the ground :

RESOLUTIONS AGREED TO, 

On the motion of MeesrB. Vedder and 
Kidd, a rjturn was ordered of all docu- 
ments in connection with the death of 
Wm. Thomson and the inquest follow- 
ing; while on Mr. Semhn's motion, 
seconded by Mr. Williams, all informa- 
tion in connection with the preservation 
of Revelstoke from damage by the en- 
croachments of the Columbia river waB 
ordered to be laid before the house. 

ANSWERS TO QCKSTIOXS. 

Speaking to a question of privilege, 
Mr. Kidd objected to the answer that 
had been given him by the Attorney- 
General to a question asked the previous 
day, claiming that a straight answer had 
been withheld. This the Attornoy- 
Oeneral denied, entering very minutely 
into tho technical difficulties in the way 
of securing the information sought by 
the mem her from Richmond. The lat- 
ter promised to bring the matter before 
the house again at its next sitting. 

Mr. Williams having asked : Has the 
question of the ownership of lota in old 
Granville townsile, as between tho Do- 
minion and tho Province, been settled? 
Hon. Mr. Eberta replied that no such 
question baa arisen between the two 
govern ments. 

Mr. Helmcken waa informed by the 
Premier ttiat no communication haB 
been forwnrded to the Dominion govern- 
ment requesting a transfer of foreshore 
rights within this province. 

Mr. Vedder was informed by Hon. 
Mr. Martin that tho government has 
rented the dredge now at work on the 
Matequi Prairie dyking scheme, at $250 
per month, upon condition of main- 
tenance of insurance and returning 
plant in aa good order as taken 
over. It has been on pay since 26th 
January last, from which data it has 
been in actual use. The government 
paid the coat of repairing the dredge. 
Mr. Tytler is paid a salary of $20'1 per 
month, apportioned to each dyking dis- 
trict according to time occupied. The 
total amount expended on tho Matequi 
dyking scheme since the government 
took over the work up to the lot Febru- 
ary, lS'JS, has been !?L2,d77.85. 

Mr. Macphereon asked — 1. Did G. 
Caaaidy ek Co. receive a commission of 
10 per cent, on sale of I um her seized by 
government- at Learn y A Kyle's, Vancou- 
ver? 2. What was the money value oi 
sale3 so made by <?. Cassidy & Co., as 
per G. Cassidy ,, Co. 'a statement re- 
turned to the g vera men t?

Hon. Mr. Martin— 1. Yes. 2. " ate- 
raents were rendere' 1 ' ../ Cassidy t t Co. 
to the assignee of the estate of Leamy A 
Kyle, not to the government. 3. $2,- 
347.22. i. Yea; but tho date on which 
they so refused, and the amount of lum- 
ber then unsold, is not known to the 
government. 

Mr. Graham asked— I las the position 
ol ttiH boundary line between North and 
Fast Vale, near Grand Prairie, been de- 
finitely decided upon? If so, at what 
point between Grand Prairie and Round 
Lake does tho line pass? 

Hon. Col. Baker— Aa the hon. mem- 
ber is aware, th u boundary line between 
the North nnd ElSt ridings of Vale elec- 
toral district iu determined by the 
" Legislative Electorates and Flections 
Act, 1891," but 1 have no reason to sup- 
pose that this line has been surveyed. 

Mr. Kidd asked — Does your govern- 
ment intend to take steps to induce the 
Dominion government to undertake or 
to assist in taking caro of the Cninese 
Buffering from leprosy or other incur- 
able disease s imported by them? 

Hon. Mr. Turner — Steps have already 
boon taken to induce tho Dominion gov- 
ernment lo undertake or assist in this 
matter. 

ALIICN LAIiOll LEGISLATION, 

Mr. Helmcken in moving the second 
reading of bia bill to prevent the em-| 



ployment of Chinese or Japanese on 
workB assisted by provincial legislation, 
did not consider that the principle in- 
volved required either explanation or 
advocacy before the British Columbia 
legislature. It was a principle with 
which the house had last session shown 
itself heartily in accord, although tho 
act resulting had in a moat 
remarkable manner been made 
thuB far inoperative — tho assent 
of the crown having been withheld pend- 
ing consideration of the measure at 
Ottawa. He did not think that the 
opinion recently given by tho minister of 
justice regarding Japanese had any 
bearing in the legislation suggested— in 
any event the house did not yet know 
positively tho nature or the Bcope of the 
opinion given. Tho bill which he had 
now the honor of moving the second 
reading of was practically a repetition of 
last year's measure, and ho hoped would 
be more fruitful in desirable results. 

Mr Booth (acting speaker) inquired if 
Mr. Holmckon had considered that in 
the event of his bill passing there would 
be a possibility of two parallel measures 
on the statute book. 

Mr. Helmcken assumed the responsi- 
bility of saying that there would be no 
conflict as nuggested. He hail never 
bad a satisfactory explanation of the 
killing of last year's measure, hut he 
thought tho legislature should keep at 
ituutil the desired measure was en- 
dorsed as Law. In such a matter the 
legislature of British Columbia waB 
quite as independent as tho Imperial 
parliament, and should not be dictated 
to or have its acts annulled in tho man- 
ner that had been noted last session. 

Mr. Semlin supported the bill with 
pleasure, but maintained that as to the 
act of last session, when the assent ol 
the Lieutenant-Governor was withheld, 
the government Bhould have promptly 
resented the interference by immedi- 
ately resigning, If such a measure had 
passed the Imperial parliament and had 
been refused assent by Her Majesty, the 
cabinet would have been prompt to re- 
sign. The same course seemed to him 
to have been the only proper one open 
to tho tneiuberB of tho provincial parlia- 
ment. 

Mr. Adam?, who had fathered the 
similar legislation of laBt year, was also 
glad to give Mr. Helmcken'a bill his sup- 
port, although it went he said some- 
what further than the bill he had pro- 
posed aud which had corns to grief. The 
too-drastic features could, however, be 
eliminated in committee, and with the 
principle of tho measure all would 
agiee. 

Mr. Bryden opposed the bill for the 
same reason that he had recorded his 
vote against the measure of last session 
— it was, he held, impossible to exclude 
Chinese and Japanese without legisla- 
ting against other aliens. 

Mr. Kenueuay gave the bill his sup- 
port, and iu explanation of some things 
that had been said, remarked that it waa 
not unreasonable for the opposition to 
have assumed when the aBsent of the 
crown was withheld that the cabinet had 
had something to do with advising his 
honor, particularly when it waa remem- 
bered that all members oi the cabinet 
opposed the measure while it waB before 
tho house. 

Hon. Col. Baker resented the sugges- 
tion of collusion between the Lieutenant- 
Governor and the ministry on this mat- 
ter, the former having acted entirely on 
his own responsibility. 

Mr. Kennedy made haste to explain 
that he had not intended to suggest col- 
lusion, but to show how the opposition 
had been misled into thinking the gov- 
ernment bad something to do with the 
refuaal of tho royal assent. Aa to the 
bill itself, he asked thehouse to contrast 
the conditions where Chinese were em- 
ployed aud where white labor only waa 
the rule. 

Mr. Braden would give the bill his 
vote, while holding that it did not go 
far enough. He would have liked, he 
said, to see the measure include all 
aliens and more particularly Americans. 
1 1 was a well-known fact that a Can- 
adian miner could not go into the 
United Statea and enjoy privileges such 
as were accorded to American miners 
under the Canadian flag. The Canadian 
miner could not take up claimB on tho 
same conditions as the American miner 
at home, while hero in Canada there 
waa no distinction. He instanced a 
caBe in point in the rich norm land 
where at the boundary on an American 
creek a notice is conspicuously displayed, 
warning prospectors that none but Am- 
erican citizens may explore this creek. 
At the same time these American min- 
ers who had put up tho notice are being 
accorded every right that Canadians en- 
joy, and are reaping their share of gold 
from the Canadian mines 
session, the junior member for Victoria 
stated that lie would bring in a bill 
with the intention of giving American 
minors a little of the same medicine they 
were so fond of prescribing for Cana- 
dians. 

Hon. Mr. Turner expressed surprise 
at the contention of the leader of the op- 
position that the government should 
have resigned on the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor reserving the Alien Labor bill of 
last session for consideration by the 
Governor-General in council. He 
Bhould like, he Baid, to see any prece- 
dent cited for such action being taken 
by an Imporial government under airui- 
lar circumstances. The proposition waa 
a ridiculous one on ita face. First, of all, 
the measure was not a government 
mea-uro. Then it must be remem- 
bered that all legislation by the 
local legislatures must pass under 
review at Ottawa; aud again it 
had apparently been forgotten in the 
discussion, that the assent of tho Crown 
had not been refused the measure by 
any means— it had simply been reserved 
for consideration. No decision had yet 
been announced from Ottawa, but he 
could quite understand tho position of 
the authorities there, who since the 
Japanese had come to command recog- 
nition aa the equals of any nationality, 
would seriously consider any legislation 
directly aimed at them. In this regard 
it was quite probable that the Dominion 
authorities were waiting to hear from 
the Imperial before taking definite 
action. 

Mr. Williams went to Todd's Parlia- 
mentary Practice in support of his lead- 
er's contention that tno government 
should have promptly resigned on the 
Lieutenant-Governor reserving the bill 
of last session for consideration". It waa 
simply, he said, a cage of the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor expressing his want of 
confidence iu the government. 

Dr. Walkem held that the action of 
tho Lieutenant-Governor wiib based upon 
the established rule that in such matters 
he could not act except by direction ol 
tho Govornor-Genornl-in-Counc 1. 

Hon. Mr. Eberta dealt with tho par. 
ticulitr position in which tho act passed 



laBt session was found at the present 
time. It waB a miatako to say that it 
had been refuaed the assent of the crown 
— it had simply been reserved for con- 
sideration by the Governor-General-in- 
Council, who might be heard from ap- 
proving it at anv day. Thero waa no 
necessity for having two simih r 
acts on Hie statute book, and he thought 
that time Bhould yet be given for are- 
ply from Ottawa. He therefore proposed 
an adjournment of the debate, with the 
understanding that the member for Vic- 
toria city might bring his bill forward 
before the close of the present session. 

Mr. Sword inquired of the Attorney- 
General if, should the assent of the Do- 
minion authorities be received, the law 
of laat session would become operative 
at once. 

Hon. Mr. Kberts replied nflirmatively, 
and the debate was adjourned by con- 
sent. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley briefly referred to the 
precedent for the aciion of the Lieut. - 
Governor in the couiBe adopted by the 
then lhu'. -governor, Hon. A. N. Rich- 
ards, in 1S77, in withholding assent from 
a bill to amend the gold mining act of 
I->a? until such time as tho pleasure cf 
Hie governor-general might be learned. 
The debate was then adjourned. 

TUE MORTGAGE TAX. 

On the order for a continuation of the 
debate on Mr. Cotton's resolution re tho 
Mortgage Tax, and Major Mutter's 
amendment thereto, Mr. Speaker pre- 
sented tho following ruling : 

" • In the 23rd instant it was moved by 
Mr. Cotton and seconded by Mr. Semlin 
• that in the opinion of this house the 
double taxation involved in tho present 
system of taxing mortgages is an injus- 
tice.' It was moved by Major Mutter 
ami seconded by Mr. Helmcken to 
amend tho resolution by striking out all 
tho words after ' house ' aud inserting 
in place thereof the following; 'Tho 
personal property tax on moneys in- 
cluded in mortgages and taxed to the 
mortgagee ia not double taxation.' A 
doubt having been expressed as to the 
admissibility of tho amendment, I have 
been asked to rule thereon . May, tenth 
edition, page 270— 

'A. The general practice in regard to 
amendments ia explainid on page 275; but 
here such amendment!) only will be men- 
tioned as arc intended to evade an expres- 
sion of opinion upon the main question, by 
entirely altering its meaning and object. 
This is e fleeted by moving the omissidn of 
all the words of the question after the word 
" that " at the beginning, and by the sub- 
stitution of other words oi'a diil'urent im- 
port. 11° this amendment lie agreed to by 
the house, it is clear that no opinion is ex- 
pressed directly upon the main question, 
because it is determined Unit the 
original words "shall not stand part 
of the question," and the sense 
of the house is afterwards taken directly 
upon the substituted words, or practically 
a new question. There are many prece- 
dents of this mode of dealing with a ques- 
tion; butt lie best known in parliamentary 
history ate those relating to Mr. Pitt's ad- 
ministration in the pence of Amiens, in 
1802. On the 7th May. 1802, a motion was 
made in the Commons i ur lm address "ex- 
pressing the thanks of this house to His 
Majesty tor having been pleased to remove 
the Right Hon. VV, Pitt from bis councils" ; 
upon which an amendment was proposed 
and carried, which left out all the 
words after tho li rat and substitut- 
ed others in direct opposition to them, 
by which the whole policy of Mr. Pitt was 
commended. Immediately afterwards an 
address was moved in both houses of par- 
liament condemning the treaty of Amiens 
in a long statement of facts and arguments; 
and in each house an amendment was sub- 
stituted whereby an address was resolved 
upon which juslilied the treaty. 

This practice has often been objected to 
as unfair, but the objection is unfounded, 
as the w ■aker party must always anticipate 
defeat, In one lorm or another. * * 
"May, Tenth Fdition, page 275— 
The object of an amendment may be to 
ell'ect such an alteration in a question as 
will » * * present to the house an at 
tentative proposition, either wholly or par- 
tially opposed to the original question. 

" The authorities quoted Beom to be 
conclusive, and I rule that the amend 
ment is in order.' ' 

Tho ruling, as well aa the amendment, 
was debated at some length bv Messrs. 
Forster. Kennedy, Bryden, Smith and 
Major Mutter, the latter continuing tho 
debate proper on his amendment nnd 
maintaining that the mortgage tax waB 
not in reality double taxation. 

Mr. Kennedy asked—'' Did you e 
know of a mortgagee paying the tax 
Major Mutter—" I certainlv have.' 
Mr. Williams moved the adjournment 
of tho debate. Agreed to.

PUBLIC ACCOUNTS BEP0ET. 

An Interesting Presentation of Figures by 
Tills Commute of the House. 

On behalf of tho public accounts com- 
mittee of tho legislature, Mr. Hunter, 
the acting chairman, yesterday preEent- 
ed to the houae the first report, contain- 
ing a statement of accounts of the prov- 
ince of British Columbia with the varioua 
b.inks iiB at 10;h February ; the accounts 
of the Sbuswap & Okanauan railway, 
and of the Nakusp et Slocan railway, aa 
at :ilst December, 1S!)7 ; and the accounts 
of tho parliament bulldinRSto Slat Janu- 
rrv, 1898, showing total payments on 
conttruction to be $828,111.79; total 
payments 011 furniture, $34,0-13.90. Total 
payments, £862,155 (li). 

The payments to 3lst December, 1807, 
on account of the Nakusp «& .Slocan rail- 
way amount to $123,273.78; the receipts 
amount to $108,101.!)!). 

The payments to IJlst December, 18U7, 
on behalf of the Sbuawah & Olcanagan 
railway amount to $303,001.20; the re- 
ceipts, $2iil,713.!)3. ' 

Tho bank account showed the amount 
due the Bank of British Columbia on 
10th February to have been $199,254.05; 
while the cash on hand at the treasury 
and in (lie hi n It of agents was $37,595. 

A note explained Unit the temporary 
overdralt at the bank " may be account- 
ed for from the fact of the actual expen- 
diture from 1st July to date being $1,- 
078,201, as against the sum voted in 
estimates for whole year, viz., $1,592,- 
J.'I.'UO. This large proportion of the 
actual expenditure for tho period, in 
comparison with the amount voted for 
the year, is the result of carrying out 
the usual practice of expending the ap- 
propriations on all branches of public 
workn during tho first Bix months of tho 
fiscal year; in support of this a state- 
ment of actual expenditure to date and 
the estimated expenditure for the year 
is herewith appended. On the other 
hand, it will be seen that tho greater 
portion ol the revenue has yet to come 
in, from the fact of the assessed taxes, 
estimated at .$ 287, 000, not being payable 
until the latter half of the fiscal year, 
and have therefore yet to be received in 
addition to the due proportion of all 
other revenue no estimated." The state- 
ment of expenditure was as follows :
